Loxnox, Sept. 19.=Mr. John Burnett is a
pamwe which I have mentivned more than once in my
letters about the Newcastle strike, and which people,
who take nu intercst lu Jubor questions, will do well to
keep in mind. He ls, what we used to call In Martin
Chuzzlewit’s time in Americs, s remurkuble wan. Tue
strike has bronght bim to the front, Before the atrike
e was n working engineer in Neweastle,—1 think one of
Hir Willlsm Arwstropg's men. When the mien formed
their Nine Hours' League, Mr. Burnett was made FPreal-
dent, and he has since been the malospring of the
organization, or at any rate Las been the leader and
trusted adviser of his comrades, 1had heard Lis ability
very highly spoken of long before tiis name was printad
{n the London papers. At last he bas becomo famous
even in London., The Times of this morning
gives bim & column and & halt of its lurgest
type and on s beat ‘page. " Henceforward,
he has only to choose what place he will take either in
English politics or in the fur deeper movements which
underlle politics, and which someotimes, as in Mr,
Hurnett's cose, send a man whirling suddenly up into
sght of the every-dsy world. His appearance this
morning is searcely » favorable omen for the Newcastle
employers. The Times 1a o pretty good biarometer, Blr
Willlam Armstrong is a very distinguished muo, When
he wrote to the great journal it was natural envugh that
he ahould have the honors of what 1s sometimes called
Duke's type. But when Mr. Durnett replies at equal
length, and receives the same conslderation, and same
type, and a leading article also, it ts time for the masters
to look out. You will perhaps thlnk I make too much of
s0 trifiing a matter as the size of the type in which it
pleases The Times to print a letter, but in this country of
forms and {ron-bound customs it 1s really a signiflcant
thing.

This letter of Mr. Burnett is really able, and bears
every mark of belog his own throughout, down tothe
i Yours, respectfully,” which lsa very unconventional
form of signature, It ls an snswer to Sir Willlam Arm-
strong’s assertion that the present emblttered feeling be-
twoen omployers and men, and the unexpected prolong-
ation of the strike, are the fault of the men, and not of
the employers, When I commented, in a former letter,
on Bir William's statement, T sald he hud failed to make
out his case, and T suggested that bo had omitted a good
many facts essential to & falr judgment. Mr. Burnott
supplics them, snd goes point by point over the more im-
portant allegations of the combined cmployers. For in-
stance, the 1,578 men whom they olaim a4 having either
never left their smployment, or as having gone back, in-
clude men of all grades, clerks, drsughtsmen,
and farmers, who mever could have been prop-
erly reckoned among Worklngmen,
bave littls or no sympathy in any such strug-
gle. As to the men {mported from forelgn countriss, on
whom Bir William relies, the testimony of the English-
men at work with them in the sams shopa I8 thst they
“are not equal to snything like th:.umo amount of work
as was ormed by the odd hands.”

They therefore addreased a elrenlar to the employers,
couched In the most courteons terma, making 16 evident
that thelr dealre was for a friendly settloment. This was
the overture whll,;h the employers repniled by & lawyer's
lotter winding up with “we decline to arcede to your
request,” Nevertheless, the men perseversd, * feoling,"
says Mr, Durnett, " that we were 1o duty bound to make
good the poeltion galned by the men of Bunderland, for
it will be readily seen that, hal not we made s deter-
mined effort to gain the same terma for ourselves, tue
men of Bunderlund would soon have bern reduced to
thelr former condition,” They asked for sn in-
terview letween sl of the employers and  six
of themaelves, and to this, a8 to the former, they got &
lawyer's nogative, The lucidentof the premature atrike,
which served as a pretext for the smployer's refuaal, is
fally explained by Mr. Durnett. The men in that shop,
one of the smallest In Newcastle, had strock contrary to
the wishes of the League, and It waa a question 1n con-
sequence, after the general strike had begun, whether
they should be talken under the protection of the Leaguo,
The * without notice,” which Eir Willlam puts in italles,
was simply In pursuance of & rule in that shop that no
notice was required on either side, so that, says Mr,
Burnett, dryly, * the italicsa were really not neaded."
Mr. Burnett points out that, by 8ir Willlam's ndmission,
this was only a pretext. Even now he does not go
beyond saying that bui fur the strike a written commn-
nicatlon wonld huve been auggested, and yun percelve
that in ooy case an interview would not bave been
granted.  “ About 900 men bad, unfortupstely, been
rather unruly, aud yet these gentlemen, who profess to
have been anxions for & settlement, detormined to viglt
the &in of 300 upon the hewds of the 7,000 or #,000 who, a8
yet, had dove nothing.” The beginning of the asctusl
strike la thys described by Mr. Burnett :

“ Up to, and, Indeed, after this perlod, thers xas every
chance of & peaceible rolution of the diflie uil{ hud our
smployers unbent & little, This last refusal wis thn
struw which broke the camel's back, and we felt that
there was nothing left for us but to etrike, or forever
witer subimil to anything. At our next mecting it wia
resolved that the e of clght shops ba recommended to
give s legil nodlee ;s only one end of S Willlam's wirks
wore recommeudod to aet o this masoer, Part of the
men In the other end, however, did not like to be left in,
and gave their notices; It o great many who did not
give their notlors were kindly informed that, os many
wen had given notlee, thelr serviees woinld be no lotiger
required, The locking-ont of 900 or 500 men was such o
trifling fact that it doubtiess escaped Bir Willlww's
meory."”

Then eame the attempt of the Mayor of Newcaatl: to
bring wbout & setticment, wll wention of whieh Bir Wil-
am omitted, although It was fully reported in the pa-
perd, and the men themaelyves reprinted the wholo of the
proceedings In a pamphilet, which did not look us if they
thought they were to blame for its fallure:

»One of the passages (o this pamphlet,” be continned,
 wus virtually an offer to submoit the mitter to the arbi-
tration of the Mayor of Newcastle, There seems to have
jewn @ grest deal of misunderetanding o referonce to it

JUAREZ INSTALLED PRESIDENT FOR ANOTHER
TERM—SERIOUS REVOLUTION ON THE NORTH-
ERN FRONTIER—MATAMOROS THREATENED—
THE CITY PREPARING FURE DEFENSE.

Mexico, Sept. 12, vin MATAMORAS, Oct. 2.—
Juarez waa  instalied Prealdent, lust  night,
amldst great exeitement, Thers are rumors of
a change 1n the Cabinet. All 1s qulet here,
The Presldent's {8 concillatory but
firm, It recommends material improvementa, tha bulld-
ing of rallroads and the protection of the coast. It also
sanctions the msking of treaties with forelgn nations,
The President has a majority in Congreas.

Another revolution, however, has begun In the Btate of
Nueva Leon. Gen, Pedro Martiner has pronounced in
Gallens sgainst the Juares Government, and has been
Jolned by Gens. Jeromino and Trevino, Governor of Nueva
Leon. together with all the #tate suthorities, and several
other chieftains. Thelr combined forces are sald to be
marching on Camargo sud Matamoros with the view of
ocoupying the (Custom-House oo the frontier. The first
atap taken by the suthoritiea of Nueva Leon was to
throw {nto prison all the employés of the Federal Gov-
ernment. It is exjected that thls movement will be
seconded by the pelghboring Btutes, and that the revolu-
tlon wil become general,  Gen, Porfirlo Diss
ia reported to bave sald that he would march agalnat
those whe should prooounce against the Juares Govern,
ment, but his loyalty is muoh doubted.

Matamoras and the frontier are yet qulet, nevertheless
the merchunts feel very anxious about coming events

THE CHARGER OF MURDER—THE EVIDENCE—
PROSPERITY OF THE MORMONS,

8art Lake Ciry, Sept, 20.—The past twenty-
four hotrs have brought no new developments, but only
& plentiful erop of rumors, Members of the bar assert
that new Indictments will be fonnd agalnst the Mormon
leaders, and that in tracing out the crimes which huve
been from time to time committed in this Territory tes-
timony s sought agaldst prominent Murmons only, the
wore ohacure, even though oot less gullty, persons belog
pussed by, Publie sentiment ontalde of Utah has long
connected Brigham Young aud the prominent members
of hils church with the massacre at Monntaln Meadow,
300 miles south of this city, sbout 14 years ago,
as well as with the secret murder of Hartley,
Brossficld, and Roblason. There have always been
» Gentilea” in the Territory who bhave coustuntly
indicated an undoubting Dbellet “in the crim-
inal counection of Briglam Young with these horrible
wffalrs, On the contrary, the Mormons, one and all,
while deploring in words the atrocities mentioned, have
vigorously ssserted thatno prominent member of the
Mormon Chureh had ever been gullty of any of these
erimes, or had In any sense alded or abetted them.
Brigham Young onee declared, In answer to an inquiry
from your correapondent as to his connection with the
Mountain Meadow massacre, that he knew nothing of it
until some time after it occurred, and that he did not
belleve a single member of his Church bad any hand in
it, wlthough he felt that *some of the brethren ncted
like fools after the terrible affalr oceurred.” He at-
tributed the whole affair to Indlaus; but no doubt
seems to exist in the minds of *Gentilea” familiar
with the revolting detalls of that wholesalo butchery,
by which more than 100 emigrants loat thelr lves,
that the urdering party waa led by white
men dlsguised aa Indlans; and it cannot bs denled that
the elrcumstantinl evidence agalust some of the Mormon
sottlera in the vic!nity 1s strong. Bat, in all falrness be
It sadd, the Mormons bave repeatedly expressed a will-
ingness to ald in the Investigation of these cases, and
have declared that they will not ahield the guilty among
them from punishment, Mormonlsm  has, however, as
its basls, a preeret system of government, similar 1o char-
acter to the Masonle orgunization, and some who have
abundoned the * Church ™ declare that it s the duty of
every true Mormon to shield a brotber from punlshment
for all erimes save those lovolving the purity of woman.
The determination with which they defend the wives
and danghters of the flock from contamination 18 & re
markable feature of this remarkable soclety. For & male
member of the ** Church ” to be guilty of any lewd uct
|a for him to secure universal condemnation. Tn fact, T
have lttle doubt that some of the sudden deaths wiich
have from tiwe to time occurred here would, IT traceuble,
be found to have been only the ordinary and preseribed
punlghment for some act of sexunl infldelity.

With o view of ascertalning the line of defense which
the Mormons propose to adopt, your correspendent had
brief lnterviews with soveral leading menof the Church,
and one of speclal importance with Joseph A. Young,
Brigham's oldest son. The following paragraphs contaln
the results of this conversation, as well as bints from all
sources regarding the defense intended by the leaders;
but it muat not be forgotten in reading them that they
present the case only from the Mormon polnt of view.
In the interview with Josaph Young, your correapondent
was informed that he (Joseph) together with his father and
the other persons whose names T mentloned in my letter
ot yesterday, were hourly anticipating arrest on A charge
of murder, for which, as they had been lnformed, they bad
been or were to be indicted. T waked Joseph if he knew
anything about the killlng of Yates in 1867 by Hickman,
who had stated that he killed Yates in response to an or-
der from Brigham Young, which order was communi-
cated by Joseph. ITe replicd that his recollection of the af-
falr was that on one occaslon in the Fall of 1857, when some
Mormon suldiers were guarding the Weber ocafion, east
of Balt Lake, for the purposs of intercepting Jo. Joln-
son's army sent by Seeretary of War Floyd, he was di-
rected by bis father to earry s bundle of dlapatches to
Gen. D, H, Wells, the commander of the Mormon foree;
on his way out he met Bill Hickman, wbo informed him
that he hiad certaln desorters from Johnson's army and
other prisoners whom he was earrying to Salt Lake,
wmong whom was one Yates, who had been caught as s
#py; snd that afterward Hickwan boasted that he had
killed Yates before hing the city. ph expressed
it a8 his opinion that it wonld be difficult to flud any
jury of 12 men, however carefully packed, or however
untriendly io character, who wounld conviet any person
of the amallest offense on the unsupported testimony of
the notorious outlaw Hickman, He further remarked
that &ll the persons who had been mentlonsd as having
been indicted, wers holding themselves in readiness for
arrest, some of them at no little Inconvenience, as they
Ald not propose to be accused of skulking or of seeking
to evade the service of any writ, however absurd or ile-
gal. Buch, he sald, he belleved to be the feeling of all
whom rumor had connsoted with the labors of the Graad
Jury.

1 have taken some paina to find out something about
the man Yutes, who waa killed by Hickman, Itappears
that he was s mountaineer, who made a living by hunt-
{ug and by trading with the Indlans, The Mormons looked
upon him a4 by no means an unfriendly person, and gave
him free admisslon to their camps when stationed at
Weber to intercept the United Btates forces. On ons oc-
caslon, ss I am informed by Danlel H. Welis, who was
the commander of the Mormon militis, ons of his officers
{nformed him that Yates waa in camp seeking to sell
some gunpowder and Indian goods. Wells gave orders
that the powder be purchasad, but declined to take the
Indian trinkets, Yates refused to sell & portion and not
the whole of his merchaudise, and laft the camp in dis-
plessure. It was subssquently learned through a de-
serter that Yates took the goods to Johnson's army and
disposed of them, at the same time giving full informs-
tion as to the number and position of the Mormon troops.
Yates was afterward captured as & spy and forwarded
in care of Hickman to Balt Lake, which locality it La be-
lieved he nover reached.

In view of the fact that the killing of Yates under such
eircumstances a8 I have detailed, might be construed as
& Deceasary War measurs, rather than us an unprovoked
and brutal murder, the queation 1s asked, does not the
proclamation of James Buchanan, under date of April 8,
1888, cover the offense, and render it imposaible for an
indictment to lie sgainat the offenders! Undoubtedly
the distingulshed sttorneys who have been rotained for
the defense of Brigham Young and his assoolates, will
argue that il crimes growing out of what was known a8
the * Mormon Rebellion,” were pardoned by the Preal-

THE WORK OF DESTRUCTION STILL IN I'ROGIESY

—THE I10WA BORDER THREATENEI=—TWU
MEN BURNED—SEVERAL SMALL TOWNS DE-
STROYED,

St. Pavr, Minn,, Oct. 6,—The great prairie
firo is still ruging with unabated fury, altbough » slight
rain of yesterday arrested ita progress a litle for the
time, Tts course ls south-cast, sud up to last aceounts
it had reached nearly as far south aa the lowa border,
and eastward as far as the Minonesota River, which, it is
hoped, will stay Its further progress. A Ligh witil yee
terday drove the fire furward with greas raphility, sud i
was burning fercely In the exteusive woods wround
Glencoe, Leseur, Mankato, and New-Ulm.  The losses so
far na positively known asre conflned principally to
houses, barns, fences, hoy, wheat, and Uve stock,  Ouly
two lMves are kunown to bhave been  lost—thiat
of & Bwedo named Conuneaut of Eandiyola Ceanty,
and an unknown man, who started from the satue sl y
with a drove of cattle for Fort Geury, sud wus overlaken
by the fire. There 18 no means of ascertianing The
amount of damage done owing to the large tract of conn-

LARGE FIRE IN CHARLESTOWN,
WOMAN BURNED.

BostoN, Oct. 8.—The freight depot of the
Fitchburg Railroad, in Charlestown, Masa., as burned
to-day. Miss Ads B, Andross, principal copyhit In the
freight department, was burned to death.
